Under the Constitu- 
ion it is impossible to require 
someone to register when by that 
very act he would conviet him- 
self. of a felony. -~ 

Thus the case of the Justice 
Department reasons that its efforts 
against the Communist Party, ini- 
tiated before thé SACB and now 
before the Court of Appeals would 
be jeopardized. Other cases which

THEODORE GRIFFIN is a 
54-year-old government: worker 
who lives in Asbury Park, N.]. 
For the past 14 years he has 
worked for the U.S, Army; and 
since 1951 he has served as 
president of the Asbury Park- 
Neptune branch of the National 
Association for the Advancement 
of Colored -People. Griffin, it 
seems, lived by that old-fashion- 
ed American rule of staying 
within the law, honoring the 
opinions of his fellow citizens 
and exercising his right to fight 
for an enlargment of democracy. 
As a ‘Negro, democracy musé 
have been more to him than a 
campaign slogan or the rah rah 
stuff spoken for a price into 
Voice of America’ microphones.
